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PERENNIALS 

Perennials  are  flowering  plants  that  remain  perman¬ 
ently  in  the  open  ground,  whose  foliage  dies  down 
each  autumn,  coming  forth  with  renewed  vigor  the 
following  spring  and  which,  thru  their  many  varie¬ 
ties,  give  bloom  from  early  spring  until  frost. 

With  proper  care,  perennials  may  be  grown  from 
seed  but  the  inexperienced,  wishing  for  quick  and 
assured  results,  will  purchase  pot  or  field-grown 
,  plants. 

Let  me  warn  you  against  the  mistake  of  planting  too 
great  a  variety  instead  of  using  five  or  more  plants  of 
each  kind  to  insure  not  only  a  fine  mass  effect  but 
also  a  continuation  of  flowers.  Here  again  planned 
planting  is  important  to  avoid  a  haphazard  assem¬ 
blage  of  plants. 

Planting  can  be  done  in  spring  or  fall,  although  some 
varieties  are  more  successfully  planted  in  the  spring. 

In  planting,  put  the  roots  straight  down  and  set  them 
somewhat  deeper  than  they  formerly  were.  Water¬ 
ing  after  planting  (also  during  dry  spells)  is  impor¬ 
tant.  In  localities  where  extreme  cold  prevails  in 
winter,  it  is  wise  to  cover  the  base  of  the  plant  with  a 
protection  of  leaves  or  hay. 

Here  are  some  popular  perennials  you  will  want  in 
your  garden: 

Tall  Growing  for  Backgrounds:  Delphiniums,  Hardy 

Chrysanthemums,  Foxglove,  Hollyhock,  Plume- 
poppy,  Goldenglow,  Hardy  Asters,  Helenium,  Tri- 
toma,  Larkspur.

ROSES 

Gems  of  the  garden— rich  in  fragrance,  grand  in  color  and  form, 
adored  by  everyone. 

Make  a  plan  first  for  your  rose  garden,  choosing  only  a  space  that 
is  well  drained  (most  important),  where  the  soil  is  rich  and,  if 
possible,  where  roses  will  be  protected  from  the  west  and  north. 
Keep  in  mind,  however,  that  the  section  you  select  should  not  be 
shaded  more  than  half  the  day. 

Purchase  strong,  2-year,  field-grown  plants.  Planting  can  be  safely 
done  in  the  fall,  with  proper  protection  against  winter,  giving  roots 
a  chance  to  get  firmly  established,  ready  to  go  at  the  first  sign  of 
spring  for  greater  growth  and  finer  blooms.  Spring  planting  should 
be  followed  in  territories  subject  to  unusually  cold  winters. 

Plant  12  to  18  inches  apart  in  a  deep,  wide  hole  large  enough  for 
roots  to  spread  out.  It  will  be  well  to  mix  some  well  rotted  manure 
or  other  fertilizer  with  earth  to  be  put  around  roots  of  rose  bush. 
Work  soil  well  among  the  roots,  tamping  down  vigorously.  One- 
half  to  two-thirds  of  the  wood  should  be  pruned  from  rose  bushes 
when  they  are  planted.  For  winter  protection,  hill  up  with  earth 
around  base  of  bush— in  extreme  climate  protect  with  a  loose  mulch 
that  will  not  become  soggy. 

The  most  popular  type  of  rose  is  the  Hybrid  Tea  because  of  its 
hardiness,  color,  fragrance,  and  long  period  of  bloom.

each  1000  square  feet.  Mix  this  thoroughly  with  the  soil,  roll  and  then 
fill  the  I  ow  spots,  and  rake  down  the  high  spots.  After  each  rolling, 
rake  until  the  proper  grade  is  obtained,  so  that  there  is  a  general 
slope  away  from  the  house  for  proper  drainage. 

While  it  might  appear  that  this  is  an  exceptional  amount  of  work,  at 
the  same  time,  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  in  building  a  lawn,  we 
are  building  it  permanently  and  proper  preparation  of  the  soil  will 
save  much  trouble  and  expense  later  on. 

After  the  soil  has  been  properly  prepared,  apply  a  complete  plant- 
food.  Mix  lightly  with  the  top  soil  and  wait  a  day  or  so  before  seeding. 
SEEDING:  The  best  times  to  seed  are  in  the  early  spring  and  from 
the  middle  of  August  to  the  first  of  October.  The  latter  period  is  to 
be  preferred  as  the  weather  conditions  are  generally  more  favorable; 
there  is  not  the  problem  of  weeds  to  contend  with,  and  the  grass  will 
get  an  earlier  start  and  be  in  a  better  position  to  withstand  the 
hot  summer. 

Use  only  the  best  seed.  A  few  cents  a  pound  more  invested  in  quality 
seed  will  come  back  to  you  many-fold  in  a  richer,  weed-free  lawn. 

The  dealer  whose  name  appears  on  the  cover  of  this  book  will  be 
glad  to  help  you  choose  the  kind  best  suited  for  your  particular 
locality.  No  one  variety  of  lawn  grass  is  the  best;  varieties  must  be 
mixed  so  as  to  form  a  thick  turf  quickly  and  permanently.  Each  type 
in  the  mixture  has  certain  elements  and  a  combination  of  these  will 
supply  what  is  best  for  your  lawn.  Blue  grass  is  hardy  and  forms  the 
basis  of  most  good  mixtures.  Rye  and  Red  Top  grasses  are  fast 
growing,  keeping  weeds  down  while  the  Blue  grass  is  getting  a  start. 
White  Clover  enriches  the  soil  and  its  nitrogen  gathering  quality 
helps  the  other  grasses. 

Use  4  to  5  pounds  of  a  good  lawn  mixture  to  1000  sq.  ft. 

The  seed  can  either  be  distributed  with  machine  or  by  hand. 

In  either  case  it  is  advisable  to  distribute  the  seed  in  two  directions 
— one  at  right  angle  to  the  other.  This  will  lessen  the  possibility  of 
bare  spots.  After  the  seed  is  applied,  rake  it  lightly  to  cover  to  a 
depth  of  about  |/g  inch  and  then  roll  lightly.  This  rolling  is  one  of 
the  most  important  operations,  because  it  packs  the  soil  just  enough 
to  prevent  it  drying  out  too  much  and  establishes  a  contact  between 
the  soil  and  the  seed.

NEW  LAWNS 


PREPARING  THE  SOIL:  Prior  to  the 


preparation  of  your  soil,  it  is  advisable  to 
determine  the  soil  reaction.  This  can  be 
done  through  the  use  of  litmus  paper,  with 
any  of  the  small  kits  available,  or  by  mailing 
a  small  sample  of  the  soil  to  your  State 
Experiment  Station.  If  the  soil  is  strongly 
acid,  lime  should  be  applied  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  correct  this  condition, 
if  your  plot  is  small,  dig  it  Up  to  the  depth 
of  a  spade  or  digging  fork;  if  it  is  large, 
plough  it.  The  top  soil  should  be  from  6  to 
10  inches  deep  if  the  subsoil  is  gravel — 
12  inches,  or  preferably  more,  if  the  subsoil 
is  a  stiff  clay. 

Next,  break  the  soil  uniformly  into  as  fine 
particles  as  possible  with  a  plow  or  spade; 
then  rake  it  thoroughly  with  a  steel  rake 
until  the  whole  surface  is  even.  As  this  is 
the  only  time  at  which  humus  may  be  ap¬ 
plied  without  breaking  up  the  lawn,  spread 
on  well-rotted  manure  at  the  rate  of  500 
pounds  to  each  1000  square  feet,  or  if  this 
is  not  available,  use  one  bale  of  peat  moss 
or  some  other  suitable  humus  material  to

WATERING:  Keep  a  newly  planted  lawn  moist  at  all 
times,  using  a  fine  spray  to  avoid  packing  of  the  soil  or 
washing  soil  away  from  the  roots.  Water  with  a  fine  spray, 
but  water  well  so  that  the  moisture  penetrates  deeply  and 
encourages  deep  rooting.  Never  allow  young  grass  to  become 
dry  as  this  may  be  fatal  to  a  new  lawn.  Once  the  grass  is 
well  established,  however,  it  is  not  advisable  to  water  every 
day.  Water  thoroughly  and  less  often — once  a  week  gener¬ 
ally  being  sufficient  for  established  lawns. 
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neglected  as  many  people  do  not  have  a  lawn  roller.  Clay 
soils  require  less  rolling  and  should  be  rolled  with  a  lighter 
weight  roller  than  used  for  ordinary  soils. 

'  MOWING  MAKES  THE  LAWN:  No  lawn — large  or 

small  —  can  thrive  without  frequent  mowing  with  a  good 
mower.  This  is  not  merely  because  mowing  makes  the  grass 
look  better,  but  principally  because  it  makes  the  grass  plants 
grow  better.  When  the  grass  is  permitted  to  grow  tall,  the 
roots  are  robbed  of  their  vitality,  their  growth  is  stunted  and 
reseeding  of  the  lawn  may  thus  be  made  necessary  the  fol¬ 
lowing  spring. 

Whether  the  weather  is  dry  or  wet,  grass  should  always  be 
kept  mowed  to  a  height  of  less  than  three  inches,  but  should 
not  be  cut  shorter  than  one  and  a  half  inches.  If  the  clippings 
are  short  it  is  satisfactory  to  leave  them  on  .the  lawn;  how¬ 
ever,  if  they  are  long  they  must  be  removed  or  they  will 
smother  out  the  young  grass  plants. 

A  good  lawn  mower  is  indispensable  to  the  growth  as  well 
as  to  the  appearance  of  any  lawn  and,  obviously,  the  better 
the  mower,  the  better  the  lawn. 

WATERING:  Sandy  soil  will,  of  course,  require  more 
watering  than  loam  or  clay  soils.  When  the  grass  needs  water, 
soak  it  thoroughly  to  a  depth  of  4  or  5  inches  and  do  not 
water  again  until  the  soil  gets  fairly  dry.  A  Lawn  Should  Not 
Be  Sprinkled  Lightly.  .By  wetting  only  the  top  inch  or  so  of 
soil,  it  encourages  grass  to  send  its  roots  to  the  surface  and 
then  the  grass  cannot  stand  either  the  hot  summer  weather 
or  cold  winter  temperatures. 

WEEDS:  Like  any  other  growing  plant,  grass  cannot  thrive 
where  there  are  weeds  to  rob  it  of  fertility,  moisture,  sun¬ 
shine  and  the  space  it  needs  to  grow. 

Just  as  soon  as  a  bare  spot  on  the  lawn  appears,  it  should 
be  sown  with  good  grass  seed,  otherwise,  weeds  will  grow 
there. 

As  some  weeds  produce  thousands  of  seeds  in  one  year,  the 
surest  way  of  eliminating  your  weed  trouble  is  to  prevent 
their  seeding.  Mow  your  lawn  regularly  to  prevent  annual 
weeds  from  seeding.  Perennial  weeds  which  propagate  them¬ 
selves  by  roots  should  be  taken  out  as  soon  as  they  appear. 


HOW  TO  IMPROVE 
ESTABLISHED  LAWNS 

Just  as  early  in  the  spring  as  you  can  walk  on  the  lawn 
without  leaving  deep  footprints,  rake  off  any  debris  which 
may  have  accumulated  on  the  lawn  during  the  winter,  so 
it  will  not  interfere  with  the  growth  of  grass. 

APPLYING  PLANT  FOOD:  After  raking  apply  a  com¬ 
plete  plantfood,  at  the  rate  of  about  4  pounds  per  100 
square  feet  if  no  manure  has  been  used,  or  3  lbs.  per  100 
sq.  feet  if  the  soil  has  been  manured.  Grass  with  its  dense 
growth  is  a  heavy  feeder.  This,  coupled  with  the  fact  that 
most  soils  are  very  low  in  plantfood  content,  makes  the  use 
of  plantfood  essential  if  a  good  lawn  is  to  be  secured.  A 
good  commercial  plantfood  such  as  Vigoro,  Loma  or  similar 
types  is  particularly  beneficial.  Follow  the  directions  as  given 
by  the  manufacturer,  which  usually  includes  applying  when 
the  grass  is  dry  and  watering  in  thoroughly  afterwards. 

RESEEDING  THE  LAWN:  Thin  spots  in  the  lawn  should 
be  reseeded,  using  about  3  lbs.  of  grass  seed  per  1000  square 
feet.  The  soil  in  bare  spots  should  be  pulverized  with  a  steel¬ 
toothed  rake,  then  seeded,  using  about  twice  as  much  seed 
as  is  used  on  thin  turf.  Cover  seed  lightly  with  top  soil  to 
protect  and  give  it  a  chance  to  germinate. 

ROLLING:  As  soon  as  the  lawn  turf  is  reasonably  dry  in 
the  spring,  roll  it  to  eliminate  any  air  pockets  which  may 
have  developed  during  winter  through  alternate  freezing  and 
thawing.  This  operation  brings  the  grass  roots  again  into 
firm  contact  with  the  soil  so  that  growth  can  go  on.  This  is 
a  very  important  feature  of  lawn  care  and  it  is  often
